WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.— The weather elements just 
aren’t acting right. 
That is the only explanation the 
United States weather bureau can make for the protracted 
drought which grips a great portion of the country. 
Me­ 
teorologically speaking the winds and the barometic pres­ 
sures are acting contrary to nature. 
The air is sluggish, 
consequently the moisture bearing air cannot journey over 
the country. 
With the exceptions of Califon.ia and the northern Pa­ 
thos j eific coast, Florida and the east gulf coast, there have been 
few areas where any ram to speak of has fallen for four or 
five weeks. There is a “low” extending from Washington, 
D. C. to south of Knoxville. Tenn., which is hardly moving, 
and which forms a barrier to moisture bearing winds. 
When that moves away the weather bureau says ti.ere will 
be some chance of a change for the wetter.
